to hope that our Repreſentatives will take ſome effectual 
Method for ſecuring us againſt any ſuch Danger, in Caſe 
They ſhould think fit to continue his Law, as I hope

jections to the preſent Military Eſtabliſhment 5 and in my 
next ſhall prove the Neceflity of their Continuance, during 
the preſent Situation of Europe. 

The next Cavil we meet with to the Army is the Ex- 
pence of maintaining it; and no body will diſpute, but 
that, if 'twas poſſible to make a Saving in the Charge of 

Government, it ought to take Place; but when the Pub- 
lick Peace is concerned, Frugality is ill-timed, and would 
be reputed. a Crime, even by theſe reforming Patriots 
themſelves; as may be eafily proved by their Clamours 
againſt the Miniſtry, for delaying Harm, when the Spa- 
nuiaras were preparing for their Expedition againſt Oran; 
I ſay, therefore, tis ridiculous to complain of an Expence, 
which State Exigencies render. neceflary, and without 
- which even Society itſelf would fail. | 
The Craftſman deſcends now to flatter the Viftuallers 
and {nn-keepers, that he may extend his Popularity down 
to the loweſt of the People, like the unjuſt Steward, when 
he is diſmiſſed from his Lord's Service, he makes himſelf 
Friends with his Tenants: For this, theſe honeſt, harm- 
- leſs Pablicaxs are pitied, and pleaded for; for this, they 
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are repreſented as under great and manifold O ons, 
and for this, ſo great a Patriot makes an Heroick Eflay for 
their Deliverance. But to be ſerious ; that the Army is 
not removed into Barracks, is one of the greateſt Proofs 
that can be required forclearing the Government of all 
Intention to continue it longer than Publick Dangerrequires z 
for if they had any ſuch Deſign, or meant to employ it to 
the Hazard of Liberty, nothing could favour the Scheme 
ſo effectually as Barracks, or be eſteemed fo _ a Place 
for * the Troops in a Body together. But as this is 
the leaſt of their Intention, there is no other Way ſo rea- 
ſonable as to quarter them in Publick Houſes, where Con- 
veniencies are always ſuppoſed, and where the very Nature 
of the Trade renders ſuch Inmates the leaſt Burthen. 

As to what is infinuated concerning any Outrages that 
may be committed by ſome Particulars in the Military 
Body, tis no Objection to the Whole; as much may be 
often ſaid of the Civil ! and no one ſurely would be ſo mad 
as to wiſh all Government might be laid afide for the Faults 
of thoſe who abuſe it. I 525845 

As I have not the leaſt Apprehenſion of the Martial 
Laws incroaching on common Right, or general Liberty; 
and as every body is ſenſible what Care is taken to render 
it impoſſible ; I think 'tis needleſs to follow our Knight- 
Errant thro' this Walk of his Political Romance; and his 
Satire on the Morals of the Army I ſhall leave to the Con- 
fideration of the ReverendClergy or the Sage Reformers of 
Manners. 

We have now ſomething more .important in View ; the 
Army, it ſeems, which is of Strength enough to repel a 
Foreign Invaſion, is able to enſlave the Nation tis raiſed to 
defend. I have ſpoke to this Point in a former Paper, but 
will add a Thought or two more in this. At preſent the

But all this while would 
our tremendous Militia ſleep fo ſoundly, that the Noiſe 
of Arms could not awaken them ; or would the boaſted 
Hundred Thouſand be marſhalledin vain?

But this Conduct of the Mini- 
ſter's was Owing to that great Contempt in which he held 
his Countrymen, whom he look'd upon as Bealts of Bur- 
then, and judg'd (rightly enough) that they never durſt make 
any Attempts upon his Perſun, „ unleſs at the ſame time 
they revolted from the King of Spain. However, when be 
ſaw his real Danger, he diſcovered his natural Cowardice. 
Inſtead, of endeavouring to defend himſelf, he crept into a 
Hole, and when he was diſcovered. he had not ſo much 
Preſence of Mind as to utter one World.

HE Death of the King of Poland comes to us con- 
firmed: from all Hands; it might , be hardly fafe, as 
yer, for any Pen to draw this: Prince's true Characker, 
which was very Singular. Death (as the Crown of Poland 
is Elective) will, in all probability, open a new Scene of 
Affairs in the North. Staniſlaus Lecſiusky, by Birth a 
Paliſh Gentleman, and better known by the Title of 
King Sramiſlaut, will, in all probability, uſe his Efforts 
at this JunQure to mount that Throne once again, upon 
which Fortune once placed him after fo extraordinary a 
Manner. When the late King of Sweden had reſolved 
to depoſe the deceaſed King Auguſtus, he determined to 
advance Prince Fames Sobieskr (eldeſt Son to that $5bre5k; who 
ſaved Vienna ſtom the Turks, and Father to the Chevalier's 
Conſort) to the Crown of Poland. The Poles were pre- 
pared to receive him with Joy, the very Day for his E- 
jection was fixed, and the Prince thought himſelf ſure of 
that Crown which his illuſtrious Father once wore, He 
was then at Breſtan in Siltfra, near which Place as he 
was hunting one Morning with his Brother. Prince Con- 
Pantine, a ſinall Body of Saxon 'Horſe, ſent privately by 
King Angn/tzs, broke out upon the two Princes from a 
neighbouring Wood, and as they were 7 tt to re- 
ſiſt carried them off. Freſh Horſes ſtood ready poſted at 
a Diſtance, the two Princes were conveyed with the ut- 
moſt {Expedition to Lerpfick, and cloſely confined. This 
Step broke the Meaſures of the late King of Sweden, and 
of the Diet aſſembled at Varſau, to ele Prince Fames 
Sobieski for their King. Charles the XIIth, King of 
Sweden, whom no Obitactes cbuld 'oblige to defiſt from 
his Deſign. of dethroniug King Auguſtus, no ſooner heard 
of Prince James's Continement, than he offered the Crown 
of Poland to his younger Brother, Prince Alexander : No 
Body doubted but he would readily accept of à Kingdom ; 
hut this young Prince, with à very uncommon Generoſity, 
told his Swediſh Majeſty, that, No Temptations fhoald per 
ſrade bim to make an Advantage of his elder "Brother's 
Migſurtune.

Gentlemen, I ſhall firſt conſider what immediate Advan- 
tage is propoſed to you by it; and ſecondly, if there ſhould 
be any, whether it will be for your Intereſt, upon a flight 
Advantage, to conſent to the incommoding, it not enſlaving, 
ſo great a Number of your fellow Subjeds. ; 
As to the firſt it is ſaid that, by collecting the preſent 
Duti:s on Mine and Tobacco, by Way of Exciſe, à Sur- 
plus beyond what they now praduce may be raiſed, (ufficicut 
to anſwer One Shilling in the 110 upon Land. 


In Anſwer to This, I am Wdibly intorm'd, as you may 
upon Enquiry, that the whole Duties upon e Commodities 
at preſent, do not amount to near ſuch a Sum; and it is 
very improbable that zh.s Method ſhould more than double 
it; ſince I have not heard of any Frauds prov'd to he com- 
mittgd by the Dealers in zhoſe bulky Commodities, or ſo much 
as mentioned betore'now ; though You muſt have heard ot 
ſeveral in Tea and Coffee, ſince the Duties on tho, e Com- 
modities have been collected hrs May. 

But if it ſhould be deſigned to give theſe Duties for a Nun- 
ber of Years to come, as was done in the Sal/-Tax, to an-

and no ſmall Part of the Freeholders ; which leads me to 
the ſecond Thing J propos'd to your Confideration, viz, 
whether you will find it your Intereſt, for any preſent Ad- 
vantage, to conſent to the Grievance of ſo conſiderable a 
Number of your Fellow-Subjects. 

Gentlemen, 

We have, in Conjunction, been at the Expence of above 
two hundred Millions, in Support of our common Liberties, 
ſince the Revolution; and I hope you will never conſent to 
the Loſs of ſo confiderable a Branch of them, as the quiet 
and undiſturb'd Poſſeſſion of our own Houſes, for the Sum 
of three or four bundred thouſand Pounds a Year ; the utmolt 
Convenience propos'd by this Abridgment of them. 

Should you come into ſuch a Scheme, wicked Men here- 
after may make Uſe of this Argument with the Bargeſſe: of

But I hope that People of Education, ſuch as Gentlemen, 
living upon their Eſtates, are ſuppoſed to be, ſhould be 
wrought upon by Motives far more generous; and that a 
Concern for the Liberties of Mankind ſhould animate you 
above any mean Conſiderations of private Iutereſt.

 Exzland; where it comes laſt to the King for the royal 
Aſſent; but there the King ſends the Parliament Word 


' that he will have ſv much Money, and all the Favour 


' modities, or Ways, as They think moſt expedient. 

It appears from hence that the only Advantage We en- 
joy above our Neighbours in France conſiſts in the Di- 
ference of our Parliament; which ought to make us ex- 
tremely watchful in preſerving the Independency of zhoſe 
Aſſemblies ; for if the Crown ſhould ever gain ſach an Aſ- 
cendency as to controul the Ordinances of Parliament, it will 
be ridiculous in us to boaſt of any Preheminence. Nay, 
We ſee that even the Parliaments of France have the Fa- 
vour of railing Money for the King by ſuch Ways and Means 
as they think malt expedient for the Eaſe of the People; 
and that is all we contend for at preſent. 

He purſues this Diſtinction ill farther, and explains it 
by the following Particulars, which deſcrve the Attention 
of the Publick at this Time. | 
* The Difference, indeed, is great in the Modut of our 
* Taxes from other Kingdoms, and alſo in tne Uſe of 
them.

* the Neceſſity of the Nation requires, 
What a Bſeſſing is it to this Kingdom that We are (6 
Happily diſtinguiſh'd from other Nations in all theſe Particu- 
Jars, relating to the  [mpoſitron, Modnus, and Uſe of Taxes? 
Bur before { congratulate my Country upon this glorious 
Condition, let us follow ox#r Author a little farther ; for He 
now comes to the main Deſign of his Diſcourſe; which 
is to ſhew, bat Taxes are no Charge. 

In the firſt Place, He tells us, hat the worſt Members of 
the Commonwealth, viz, the extravagant and debauch'd, 
pay the greateſt Part of our Taxes; and ſo far as This is 
true, I have no Objection to the Argument; but he ſeems 
to carry it a little too far in the following Paſſage, which [ 
recommend to the Conſideration of Thoſe, who contend

He then endeavours to prove from the Circulation of 
Taxes, that They are of great Uſe in the Improvement of 
Trade, and the Employment of the Poor; whereas if it ſhould 
ever happen that the greateſt Part of the Money, rais'd upon 
the People, ſhould center in a few Hands, and be lock'd 
up in private Coffers, it is demonſtrable that Taxes mult 
have the contrary Effects, and deſtroy the Trade of the

But as This is the moſt curious Part of the whole Trea- 
tiſe, | am ſure my Readers will be pleas'd with ſome far- 
ther ExtraQts from it. TER 
Having condemn'd all Taxes, which tend to debauch, 
effeminate and impoveriſh a Nation, by leſſening its pablick 
Stoch, or carrying away its People, He proceeds thus: 
Now in both Theſe the TRADE of Taxes (for ſo, 
© ſavs He, I will call it for the future) hath the Advantage; 
for it carries nothing out of the Kingdom, nor yet takes 
© off Hands, that would be better employ'd ; but on the 
© contrary, takes away the Diſeaſe of the Country, /dlery, 
and makes Them at leaſt ſo profitable as to ſpend Money,

The BEE is the Subject Matter propoſed for the VIth 
Converſation : The Prior introduces it by bringing a 
Comb into the Company.

Some will have 
but one of them, others ſappoſe two, or at moſt but three, in 
every Hive; the Queſtion is, whether theſe are Ning or 
Queens? The Count ſays they are Dneens, (and indeed be 
could not well do otherwiſe, upon a Swppoſition of there be- 
ing no Females among the other two Kinds.) After an en- 
-tertaining Account of the Oeconomy and Beba viour of the 
Bees, with reſpect to the Dronet und Qxeen-Bee or Bees 
the Count proceeds to a curious Anatomreal Deſcription of 
theſe little Animals.

The Prior then undertakes to give an Account of the 
Wild Bees (which by ſome are likewiſe call'd Drowes) and 
Hornets ; whoſe Labours (tho? they are neither ſo induſtrious 
in them as the Bees, nor is the Produce of them ſo advan- 
tageous) are curious, and different from the Works either 
at the Hozey-Bee, or Waſp. One Singularity is as remark- 
le as entertaining; the yoang Hornets being, it ſeems, an

She obſerves 
that they are brought up in two different Manners ; either 
by leaving them to range at Will on a Mulberry-Tree, or 
by houſing them, and providing daily freſh Mulberry-Leaves 
for them, The Prior. obſerves, that the firſt Way is in uſe 
in China, and other hot Countries, and ſays, that it con- 
duces moſt to their Health, and is the leaſt Trouble, but 
cannot be practiſed in our colder Climate, He ſays, how- 
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ever, that in China the Sturms lay their Eggs fo care- 
fully in ſome Place about the Tree, that they will bear the 
hardeſt Froſts. (In this Caſe the Cones maſt be taken fron 
the Trees, and the Silk ſpun off before the Butterfly makes 
its Way thro", or elſe the Silk would be all of ſhort Ends, 
and of no Uſe.) The Connteſs next gives a particular Re- 
lation, how Sit- Worms are to be managed in the ſecond 
Way, which the Prior allows to be the belt ; and, the La- 
dy having finiſh'd her Diſcourſe, he proceeds to the Ana- 
tomy of this Inſect. Among other Things, he obſerves, 
That the S:/k-I/orm has two Holes under its Mouth, thro?

They are diaphanous, becauſe they tranſ- 
tit Light on every Side, and are fourteen times lighter than 
hoſe of Mercury. (.) They are rounder, ſmoother, or 
els branched than thoſe of Oyl, becauſe: Water. is more 
nd, and dries much ſaoner off from Linnen.. (5.) They 
me rougher, more branched, or longer than thoſe Spirits of 
Vnne, becauſe Water freezes, and congeals, which Spirits of 
Wine do not (our 4uthor ſhould have added) or at leaſt not 
pſoon, for thas they do in colder Climates is evi- 
4: And (6.) they are more ſglid than thoſe, of Air, be+ 
auſe Air penetrates: where Water will nat. 

N. B. there interrupts Ariſtut, and ſays, that ac- 
ding to Mr. Halley s Obſervations, Water is eight hun+ 
ted times heavier than Air. Ariſtat from hence takes Oc- 
alon to obſerve, that for this very Reaſon it is ſo difficult 
b fink a blown Bladder into the Water. And Eadoxus re- 
kming the Thread of his Diſcourſe, remarks, that this ex- 
live Difference of Weight furniſhes us with a very uſe- 
Level, to take the Level of the Earth, and to know 
te Horizon. : | 

The Word Level immediately excites the Curioſity of 
Nun, IX. ts Ariftus :

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Ariſtus: I ſhould be glad (ſays he) to know the Nature and 
Uſe of this Inſtrument. Eudoxus, who readily embrace: 
every Opportunity of giving his Friend Satisfaction, tho? in 
the moſt minute Enquiries, explains to him, very particy- 
larly, what this Level is, and in what Manner it is made: 
But to.embelliſh his Diſcourſe, tells him, That ts this Level 
we, in ſome Meaſure, owe, as well the Waterworks of Ver- 
ſailles, which pleaſe the Eye with @ thouſand ſurprizing 
Views, as the famous Canel of LAXGUEDOC. He takes Oc- 
caſion, at the ſame Time, to inform his Friend, (1.) That 
this Canal was begun by Command of Lewis XIV. Au. 
1666, undet the Direction of M. Riquet; (2.) That it was 
finiſh'd in 1681; (3.) That it has 12 Sluices, where the 
Water riſes or falls according as they are open'd or ſhut ; 
that Veſlels may with Safety aſcend or deſcend, notwith- 
ſtanding the Water-falls; (4) That this Canal extends from 
the Haven of Cette to the Baſon of Thowlowſe; (5.) That 
with the Help of this Baſon it joins two Seas, ſeparated by 
France and Spain, viz. the Mediterranean and the Ocean. 
Ariſtzs, charm'd with this Diſcourſe, asks Eudoxus, whe- 
ther the £g1prians and Romans, at the Height of their Splen- 
dor and Power, ever undertook Horks. more advantageous 
to the Publick, more arduons, and more worthy of Egypt 
and Rome: And one of the chief Inſtruments (cries he with 
Aſtoniſnment) is A ſmall Glaſs Tube, filld with Air an 
Water, He then immediately remarks, that Water bein 
heavier: than Air, has confequently in Proportion fewer In 
zerſtices. This gives Exdoxus room to add, that Water ig 
likewiſe very difficu't to be compreſſed; but that it is how 
ever comprefſible. This Compreſſion he proves by the Ex 
periment of a hollow Ball of Silver, which, being fille 
with Water, and afterwards.cloſed or ſoddered with thi 
ſame Metal, if hammer'd, will leſſen in Size, and emit the 
Water thro? the Pores of the Silver like Sweat. ; 
This is the Subſtance of the Diſcourſe between Ari» 
and Eudoxus upon Mater in general. That apon the Soul 
of Beaſts being pretty prolix, we ſhall only mention a fe 
of the moſt material Obſervations. | 
The Author's Deſigu in this Diſcourſe is to prove,

Ar:iftas, 
n his Torn, propoſes this farther Queltion, tho* out of 
Raillery ; If Beaſts (ſays he) are endued with Knowledge, 
ue (ome ſmall Degree of Reflection, and a Soul accefſi- 
de to Paſſion and Anger, would not the moſt ſenſible, the 
ferceſt, and molt furious among them, have ſhewn their 
deſentment at the Injury and Indignity offer'd them by Deſ- 
urtet, who ſubjects them to the Laws of meer Mechaniſm 2 
Exdoxas, upon this, gives ſeveral Inſtances, related in Hi- 
lory, how far Art has been made to imitate Nature. As, 
of the artificial Horſe which, in an open Plain, would run 
tren or eight Leagues in a Day; of the Iron Statue, the 
lavention of a Captive, which walk*d thro? ſeveral Turn- 
ins and Windings to the Palace of the King of Morocco, 
nd after having preſented a Petition to that Prince upon the 
Knee, return'd back to the Priſoner ; of the artificial ſpeak- 
nz Head, made by Albert the Great; and the Statue of 
Memnon, which utter'd certain Words as ſoon as the Rays 
ofthe Sun darted on its Lips; with ſeveral more. 

Eadoæus continuing his Difcourſe, confeſſes, that it is 
apoſſible to ſet Bounds. to the Wiſdom of the Almighty ; 
nd that if the Hands of Men have been able to make ſuch 
lmrizing Machines, with much greater Reaſon may we 
lppoſe; that the All-wiſe Workman might make others, 
wich, without the Aſſiſtance of a Soul could perform the 
lime Things which we ſee done by Beafts. But (adds 
the Author of Nature, who is as Wiſe as he is Good, 
created us with an innate Propenſity which leads us, al- 
nolt irreſiſtibly, to attribute Knowledge to Animals: And 
e pretends, that this Propenfity itſelf is a (ſtrong Evidence 
vinſt the Opinion of Deſcartes. The Docility of ſeveral 
nimals, to learn almoſt every Thing we can deſire or wiſh, 
mother Argument upon which he lays a great Streſs. We 
ull not pretend to enter into all the Particulars mentioned 
n this Subject; we fhall be contented with obſerving, that 
llthe extraordinary and ſurprizing Things which have been 
ﬀorm'd by brute Animals, whether the Effect of their own 
ktural Inſtinct, or of Inſtruction, are here expos'd at large; 
nd that Ariſtus and Eudoxus from thence conclude, that 
\timals mutt neceſſarily be ſomething more than meer Ma- 
nes. But ( ſays Ariſtas) if we muſt allow brute Beaſts to 
me Souls, what manner of Souls can we ſuppoſe them to

Ned, | am afraid I ſhall never more love Exgliſb Gar- 
dening ; and fhall ſcarce have the Patience to look even 
upon Lord Cobbam's Gardens, after what I have ſeen 
here. By Jove, that old Lewss, tho' you and 1 have 
heard an hundred frightful Stories about him, was a molt 
lorious old Fellow. I cannot tell yet, Ned, what | 
ave ſeen: I have boogie; eee Columis which contain 
the H/onders of Verſailles; and when I have ſtudied theſe 
about a Fortnight upon the Place, perhaps I may have 
ſomething to fay to you; and yet, aſter all, give me little 
Marli for my Money. Did you never hear, Ned, of 
the Pavillions of Marli? Ah, Ned! if thee: and I, and 
thoſe two delicious Creatures we got acquainted with 
at Tunbridge, had but two of theſe ſame Pavilions to pals 
one Summer. in, I would not envy Mabomet in his Para- 
dice. I cannot tell thee what a prodigfous Sum of Mo- 
ney: muſt have been laid out upon the Royal Buildings 
© and Gardens; and yet, perhaps, the great Number of

' are full of Tradeſmen, their Wives and Children: Nor 
' is any thing more common than for theſe ſort of People 
to make a Party of Pleaſure, and go to Mark, I have 
' read of a Roman Emperor that cauſed this Inſcription to 
be ſet over his Palace, The Publick Buildings + Accord- 
' ingly" his Palace, and all the Gardens belonging to it, 
were conſtantly open to the People of Rome, and the 
' meaneſt Roman might, if he pleaſed, have an Audience 
' of this Godlike Emperor. To ſay the Truth, methinks 
"the Public have ſome ſort of a Right in thoſe magnifi-' 
cent Palaces, for the building of which they have paid: 
But it is not only the King of Frauce, who keeps his 
' Palaces and Gardens conſtantly open to be enjoyed by his 
bubjeckt : The French Nobility imitate their Prince. The 
' meaneſt Peaſant in the Neighbourhood of Chanzilly, can 
' ſkew a Man Monſieur the Duke's Palace, and all over 
bis Gardens, thro' Part of which he has even ſuffered a 
common Road to be made for Horſes. There is, me- 
"thinks, ſuch an Air of true Grandure and Humanity in 
tis Procedure of the French Nobility, as | could heartil 
' wiſh our Great Men (who have followed many a fool |

People at the Fresch Court, that I muſt ſay ſomething. 
' to ſatisfy your Curioſity. I have ſeen the King and Queen 
very often: His Majeſty is, in my Eye, much the hand-

Sportſman, and never ſcruples to expoſe his Face to all 
Weathers; he has, notwithſtanding this, ſo fine a Com- 
Hection, and ſuch a charming White and Red in his 
| Cheeks, as many an Zxg/iſþ Lady would give ten thou- 
land Pounds, and her very Smock from her Back to be 
Miſtrefs of. His Beauty, however, is far from making 
bim look effeminate : He has a certain Sweetneſs and Vi- 
Yacity in his Eyes, which 1 want Words to give you a true

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6 Notion of: He is very well ſhaped, and, in my Opinion, 
© neither too ſhort, nor too tall: In his Behaviour and 
6 Dreſs: he is affable and genteel, and without Pride or Af. 
fectation. Some of his. Servants have aſſured me, that 
© he is one of the beſt humour'd Men alive, and leſs dif- 
ficult to be pleaſed than moſt private Gentlemen in 
France. If all his Coaches or Horſes are not ready at 
* the Hour be ordered them, he goes away without 
them, and only makes a Jeſt of it. Hunting is his chief 
Diverſion : At this Sport he is indefatigable, and conſtant- 
ly makes Uſe of our Exgl;þ Horſes, of which he has 
about three hundred in his Stable, and ſome as good as

© fieur Chanvelin was made his Aſſociate in the Miniſtry, 
© There has for many Years been a moſt intimate and ſtrid 
© Friendſhip between theſe two Great Men; the Cardinal 
© has long had a very great Affection tor the Keeper of the 
Seals, and could not have plac'd his Favours upon a more 
* grateful, or a more able Man: © 

* Montieur Chawvelix is in the Vigour of his Age, that is 
about Forty; a Man of great Capacity and Addrels, has

To me it always appeared, that the Powers and Privi- 
leges of any Aſſembly are veſted in that Aſſembly for the 
Good of the whole Community: And when any publick 
Aſſembly is formed, and conſtituted with Powers and Pri- 
vileges eſſential to the common Good, a Violation of theit 
particular Immunities is an AQ of Violence done to the 
whole Frame of Government. When once the Laws by 
which ſuch Aſſemblies ſubſiſt, and by which they are ei. 
abled to preſerve the Publick, when once thoſe Laws and 
Rights are invaded, thoſe Aſſemblies themſelves become 
precarious ; and that very Pablick which they ſupport, and 
which their Power was given to them meerly to ſuppcit, 
becomes as dreadfully precarious, even as their own ut 
certain Power.

Exelamation among the Merchants and Traders reſiding in 
the Cities of Landon and Heflminfter, and in all the Cities 
and Towns of Great Brizarw. This Fermentation at 
frt among thoſe whoſe Dealings lay in Tobacco and Wine; 
and was occaſioned ſolely, (as many great, wile, and good 
Men aſſerted,) by the Leaven of Malice and Wickednefs, put 
% their Mouths by one DEMETRIUS, and his Craſtſines ; 
which they ſwallowed greedily with their Eyes fhut, at the 
me Time ftopping their Ears againſt all the frequent and 
bud Remonſtrances, repreſenting to them the great * 2 
ind evi] Conſequences thereof.

The former coofiſted of ſtrong Aſſurances, that ſome evil- 
winded and ambitious Perſons, not having the Fear either 
of God, or of the People, before their Eyes, but inſtigated 
an inordinate Deſire of Gain, had reſolved to lay an heavy 
tuen, called an Exciſe, upon Wine and Tobacco, in Time 
full Paace and Tranquillity, in order to extend it here- 
eter, in a Time of War, to all Commodities whatſoever. 
The alkalic Part conſiſted of great Commendations of the 
Peoples 1 and Power, great Concern for their Well · 
fue, great Compaſſion for them on Account of the Hard- 
ſhips ander which they groaned, and much good inſtruction 
and Information as to the Nature of them, in order to pro- 
eure a proper Remedy. This Leaven ſoon put the Mer - 
chants and Traders ia Wine and Tobacco into a very great 
Ferment, and cauſed them to utter very loud Complaints. 
Which paſſing through the Air, as it were by Poſt, to Pla- 
cs at a great Diſtance, and meeting with Heads that had 
ſomething in them, and being by them reflected back up- 
pn more which were empty, rolled inceffantly from one to 
mother, and by continual repeated Echoes ſounded through- 
out the whole Kingdom. 

Sker. If. Now there were reſiding in the Cities of Lon- 
an and Heſftmixfter, at that Time, a great Number of Per- 
bas, who dealt in a ſtiple Commodity called Dallzeſ;. 
The Trade in which was vgry extenfive ; and being not 
confined to particular Societies or Bodies of Men, was not 
lable to thoſe Abuſes and igdire& Practices, whereby the Di- 
teftors of Companies commonly inrich themſelves, to the 
Prejudice of the leſſer Proprietors. But it was free and 
open to every private Man, from thg higheſt to the loweſt, 
who might make uſe of his ow natural or acquired Stock, 
ind utter and vend it to any Part of the Kingdom. Nay, 
\ Nuns, XI. » E the 
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the Clergy, who are under ſome Reſtraint as to other ſor: 
of Merchandize, had full Liberty as to this: And ſome of 
them, who were conſidetable Dealers this Way; were ut 
thought at all the leſs canonical, or leſs worthy of Prefer- 
ment. Neither was this kind of Merchandize burthened, 
like ſeveral others, with heavy Impoſts, Cuſtoms, or Ex- 
ciſes; which laſt eſpecially are repreſented by ſome free 
political Writers, as Marks and Badges of the Subjects $1a- 
very. It is true indeed, that one particular Branch of this 
Trade, which aroſe from the daily or weekly Productions 
of Grub-Street, lay under ſome Inconveniences by the Duty 
upon Paper, but more eſpecially by the Stamp-Duty, which 
brought in a great Revenue to the Crown. But notwith- 
ſtanding this Incumbrance, even this Part of the*Britiþ 
Manufacture of Da/lzeſ5, (as it may be juſtly called, ſince 
it employs as many Hands as Heads) flouriſhed excceding- 
ly; and not only molt of the Dealers gained a comfortable 
Support thereby, but ſome of them likewiſe, who fur- 
niſhed the Court-end of the Town, with large Quantities, ar- 
rived at great Wealth and Eminence; and whereas they for- 
merly uled to foot it between Changery-Lane and Grub- 
Screet, they now attract the Eyes and Envy of their ſerib- 
bling Brethren, as they paſs lolling in their Chariors through 
Pall-Mall to St. Fames's. 

SECT. III. In the midit of the Noiſe and Clamour oc+ 
caſioned by this general Averſion to the intended Extenſion 
of the Exciſe, a certain Projector of Gr«b-Szreet propuled 
2 new Scheme to the Conſideration of the Parliament and 
good People of Great Britain. In which he intirely diſ- 
approved of the Deſign of exciling Wine and Tobacco, as 
likely to be very detrimental to Courage and Policy; which, 
he ſayed, were much promoted and increaſed, by taking 
large Quantities ot thoſe two Commodities. But he ſeems 
to have been a little miſtaken in the very Foundation of 
his Objections, making the former of thoſe Commodities 
the Incitement only of Bravery in the Army, and the latter 
of political Wiſdom in Coffee- Houſes. For as to Wine, none 
but Officers can afford to drink it; and yet it muſt be ac- 
knowledged, that the Courage of the private Ceniine!s is at 
leaſt equal to theirs. And as to Lobaceo, it is taken as much 
in Taverns aud Ale · Houſes, as in Coffee- Houſes : So that it is 
difficult to diſcover, whether Politicks do not proceed as 
much, or more, from Wine, or Ale, or Coffee, in all thoſe

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A Deſcription of a Burning Vulcano, in the County of 
Kerry, as communicated by Letter to the Right Rev, the 
Biſhop of K- m e. 523 


My Lord, * | 
Should before now have fulfilled the Promiſe I made 
in my laſt, to give ſome Account of the Burning Cli#; 
but waited till the Earl of Kerry could be at Leiſure to go 
with me to it; and the low Ebb of the Tide at the Equinox, 
afforded an Opportunity of obſerving the Cliff and the 
oaſt about ic more curiouſly. Theſe Circumſtances con- 
curred on Tueſday laſt, and I hope the following Delceip- 
tion will not be unacceptable to one of the Biſhop or 
K---m---e's Taſte, | | | 

On the Kerry Coaſt of the Shannon, between the old 
Caſtles of Dune and Lick (which are about half a Mile 
aſunder) and oppoſite to Carrick a Holt, the ancient 
Seat of the Earls of Clare, the Clifts riſe to a great Height 
above the Sea, to t, 2, or 300 Feet perpendicular, from 
which Height, by the undermining of the Waves, they 
ſometimes fall with mighty Violence into the Ocean. 

Near two Yeats ago a Piece of one of theſe high Cliffs 
fell off; whereupon there broke out a Smoak, attended 
with a ſtrong ſulphureous Smell. I will not take on me 
fo determine whether the ſubterraneous hidden Fire was 
the Occaſion of the Cliff's falling, or the Colliſion of the 
Rocks on that Accident, the Caule of the Fire; which ſo- 
ever of theſe it was, it has continued burning ever ſince, 
and has waſled away ſo much of the Cliff, that there was 
falling from Time to Time a Space of ir about 60 Feet 
in Breadth, and 100 in Length. Theſe frequent Breaches 
have made an eaſy Deſceut to the Sea from the Top 
of the Cliff, which at firſt was perpendicular. 

By. this Means I got down, and about Midway came 
Where I obſerved the Smoak breaking out: Here [ took 
Notice that the Heap of Earth which lately fell from the 
Top, was turned into a Cruſt, which had ſeveral long 
Cracks from whence the Smoak iſſued out. The Mi- 
ture of burat Clay, and Aſhes, and calcined Stones, was 
Worth obſerving ; but the Heat was ſo great, and the ſul- 
phureous Stench ſo ſtrong, that (though Pliny's Fate had 
not come into Mind) 1 could not wait to be over cuil- 
Ous. - |

Click, where I had a full view of it, and of the Progreſs 
the Fire made in it. It was entertaining to look up and 
obſerve the different Figures into which the Fire had 
eat it, and the Varicty of beautiful Colours according to the 
different Minerals and Stones it met with. In ſome Places, 
| obſerved vaſt Columns of the burnt Cliff hanging over my 
Head: In others, Veins of melted Sulphur and Allum con- 
gealed as =. ſtreamed down the Rocks, and hanging” 
like Icicles- The whole Face of the Cliff ſremed to be a 
Compoſition of red; yellow, black, and white calcined 
Stones and Aſhes of Clay cemented cogether by Streams 
of melted Sulphur and Copperas, that ran among them 
like the Cement, which Maſons pour into Walls. For 
your Lordſhip's fuller Satis faction 1 ſend you a' Sample of 
each kind, and ſhall here give you a particular Account of 
the Order they ſeem to oblerve. TAG e 

The firſt Thing 1 met'with at the Bottom of the Cliff, 
was a great Number of burnt red Stones, from an Qunce 
to 20 Pounds in Weight, which ſeemed to co the 
loweſt” Stratum of the Cliff. The Colour of ſome of 
theſe Stones is a bright red, when the Sulpnur with which 
they are tinged is ſwaſnhed off, and they taſte fo ſtrongly 
of Coppetas. that touching oue of them with my Tongue, 
it raiſed a Bliſter. 

Next to theſe, is a Stratum of yellow Stones, which 


* are of a harder Nature, and ſeem by their Taſte to have 


more Sulphur and leſs Copperas than the former. 
The third Stratum is a burnt black Stone, reſembling 
Iriſh Slate, its Taſte is ſharp like Allum. - * | 
The Remainder of the Cliff, from the Stratum of black 
Stone, up to the Place where the Smoak breaks out, is 
a Compound of the three Strata, together with Lime, 
Clay Aſhes, Sulphur, and Copperas; and in this Part the 
Fire ſeems. to be more intenſe than in any other. 
The Nature of a Fire compoſed of Stones and Minerals 
is fach as does not admit of any great Blaze, and though 
it had, the Sun ſhone ſo bright that I could not diſcern it. 
Bat | was informed by the Inhabitants, that they ſee the 
Flame very plainly by Night, and I could obſerve the Air 
over it in a tremulous Motion like the Air over a burning 
Lime-Kiln. . m3. 7 
It is not my Buſineſs to ſearch what Mines this Vulcano 
may contain, nor how far its burning may in Time pro-

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From hence I deſcended obliquely to the Bottom of the 
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ceed; theſe; Enquiries more properly belong to the Fellows 
of the College, on whoſe Eſtate it is, and who have the 
beſt Title to whatſoever Gain or Loſs may accrue from it. 
I can only ſay at preſent, that the red, yellow and black 
Stones are of Uſe in Colouring. The Ink with which J 
write theſe Lines ſhews the black Stone, aud the incloſed 
Figures will ſatisfy you as to the red and yellow. Your

tell yon, that they are the Works of a young Lady, of 
a noble Family, to which, you are related, by whoſe skil- 
ful Hand they are diverſified with ſuch Contraſts, as ſhew 
them to the greateſt .-Advantage. 
| can't take my Leave of this Firework, without adding, 

that every Thing about it contributes to make it more eu- 
tertaining and romantick. 1 

— The Cliffs are of an amazing Height, and when the Sun 
ſhines on them, appear as if they were finely gilded. At 
the Bottom they are full of large Caves, into which the Sea 
rolls a great Way, and the Sea-Calves ſport innumerably; 
and while the Waves are foaming aud breaking below, 
© there ate three very beautiſul Caſcades of freſh Water, 
which falling from the Top of the perpendicular Cliffs, are 
almoſt quite difſipated before they reach the Sea, inſumuch 
t we took the Miſt ariſing from one of them, to be the 
moak of another Vulcano. 3 

Detached from the Cliff into the Ocean, ſtands a curious 
ſingle Rock; it is a tegular ſquare Pyramid, in Height and 
Size ſomewhat reſembling the Lord Allen's Obelisk, and 
has on its very Top an Eagle's. Neſt. Aud, that Art might

The Prior, in the next Place, gives an Account of the 
Manner of their Spinning, which is (ſays he) out of five 
Popille in their Belly, placed in ſuch Manner, that they 
ein widen them at their Pleafure. He then informs the 
young. Kuig bi how they clear their Web of the Daſt which 
ſitles on it, and how- the old Spiders, when the gummy 
dubſtance, out of which they ſpin their Web, is totally ex i 
hauſted, get Prey for their Subſiſtence. The Prior having 
finiſh'd his Account of the Houſe-Spider, the Compreſs ra- 
lates what ſhe had obſerv'd of Garden-Spiders, and, in 


ticular, informs the Knight, in what Manner they dart out 


their Webs from ane Tree to the other. * 

The Tarantula is next mentioned, but the Counteſi hav-

It is the Buſineſs of this third Sort (ſays 
the Prior) to work for'the reſt\, and they are far more nu- " 
merous than both the other. He next gives a very exad Wll: 
Deſcription of their Neſt (having procur*d one for the bei- 1 
er Information of the Young Gentleman) and of the Man- s 
per of their building it. He ſhews, that the hexagonal WW. 
Form, which they always make uſe of, is the moſt pro. : 
per for ſuch an Aſſemblage of Cells. He obſerves, that 6 
their Food is equally upon Fruits, Honey, c. or upon 
Fleſh ; but that they never leave any Eggs behind them as Flies 
do; and gives a very good Reaſon for it: For (ſays he) 
the Females always keep at home, to watch their Eggs, 
and the Males bring them Food, which they diſtribute very 
carefully, and with great Equality to their Maggots or 
young nes, when harch'd from their Eggs. One of the 
largett of theſe Maggotsbeing'ſhewn to the young Knight, 
he holds his Finger to it, and has the Pleaſure to fee the 
little Iuſect gape in Expectation of it's Food. The De- 
{cription of the Aſſiduity and Care the Females have ſor 
the Preſervation of their little Families, during the Summer 
Seaſan, is very diverting; but the Fleaſure it gives the 5e 
Kwight, is very much allay'd;” when the Prior tells hin, 
that theſe very fond Mothers, and aſſiduous Fathers, when 
Winter comes on, are ſo barbarous to deſtroy every one 
of them, whether Maggots, Avrelit's, or come to their ful!

He made himſelf Maſter of the Road of 
Buſineſs of the Treaſury, and was remarkable for a certain 
little low Cunning, which is of no Uſe, but to qualify a 
Man to be a thorough Rogue in an Employment which 
requires the utmoſt Integrity, as was very plain, by the 
immenſe Sums laid out in Palaces, Gardens, Pictures, Plate, 
Jewels, and Harlots; he uſed to laugh inſolently at the Fol- 
ly of troſe, who went before him, as Men not knowing 
how to make the moſt of their Employments, and unskilled 
in the Art of Fiſhing in fo vaſt an Ocean as the Focket 
of twenty Millions of People ; and the Truth on't is, he 
uſed to perplex and embarrafs the publick Accounts to ſuch 
a * that it was not eaſy to fix his Frauds.

Every one of your Allegations againſt that 
worſhiptul Body, together with your Defence of thoſe Al- 
legations, were particularly anſwer'd at that time, in a 
Letter addreſſed by me to Mr. Bavius, which was pub; 
liſh'd in the Grab ſtreet Journali, No. 99, and 100. It was 
much wondered, that you made no Reply; and your Si- 
lence was attributed to two Cauſes; either becauſe you 
could not anſwer it, or becauſe you would not, imagining 
perhaps, yourſelf under no Obligation to anſwer a Letter, 
which was addreſſed to another Perſon. Being willing to 
believe, that the latter Reafon was more - prevalent, with 
you than the former; l now addreſs this preſent Letter di- 
realy to yourſelf, in anſwer to your late Remarks on zbe 
Proceedings of the Common Council in reading a Copy ef 
the Tobacco-Bill, Which Remarks J hope you will either 
retract, or defend, as becomes an honeſt Man, and an emi- 
nent Writer of our Society.

Examples to other Men, to invade other, and even more 
* eſſential Forms: So that all the Laws, which uphold a 
State, are expoſed to Subverſion.” — Theſe high Notions, 
vir, of the peculiar Rights, Powers, and Privileges of the 
Common Council of this City, and of the dreadful Con- 

; ſequences 
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ſequences of any Attempt to violate them, ſeem ta me to 
have been lately imbibed by yon. For had you entertain- 
ed the ſame about'a Year and a half ago, you could not 
furely have fallen ſo ſeverely upon that Court, only for 
exerting an undoubted Power, Right, and Privilege be- 
longing to them, in rejecting a Petition without reading it. 

ut tho” T am for ſecuring their Powers and Privileges as 
ſtrongly as poſſible from all Violation; yet I cannot think, 
that a Violation of them would neceſſarily be attended with 
all thoſe dreadful Conſequences you mention.

© Breath in a human Body.” and therefore, whoever, de- 
ſtroys that Power, aQs like one who (tops the Breath in a 
humah Body. — But the Compariſon is by no means ade- 
quate. He who obſtructs the Power of the ſupreme Head 
ot the Body Politick, ads indeed like one who ſtops tbe 
Breath in an human Body, and thereby renders the fornier 
as much a dead Carcaſs, as the other does the latter; but 
he, who only obſtruQts any peculiar Power or Privilege of 
any leſſer Community, which is only a part of the whole 
National Body, acts only like one, who hurts ſome parti- 
cular Meniber of the Body Natural; which Obitruction in 
the former Caſe, may cauſe ſome Diſorder in the whole po- 
ſiiical Body, as the Hurt done to one particular Member 
may cauſe Pain to the whole natural Body; but in neither 
Caſe, the Lite of either Body is deſtroyed or even neceſſa- 
rily indangered. — Nay, ſuppoſing this Compariſon had been 
brought to prove only, that an Attempt to violate ſome 
peculiar Rights of any leſſer Community, (as of the City 
of London) was to deſtroy all the Powers and Privileges of 
that Community, and to leave it like a dead Carcaſi; i 
would have been of no Force. For to violate ſome o 
their Powers, could be at worſt only like wounding ſome 
Member of the Body Natural, and exciting a Senſe of Pain ; 
but could not be like topping the Breath, and rendering the 
Body a dead Carcaſs ; which fatal AR can be reſembled in 
that political Body, only by putting à Stop to all their 
Powers and Privileges at once, by taking away their Charter.

He read and abridged thoſe fa- 
mous Claflical Books, which the Chineſe cal] Kings, and 
which they look upon as ſacred. 'The grand Hiſtory of 
China, the different Parts of which were written by cotem- 
potary Authors, beginning with the Empire of the Haut, 
about two hundred Years before the Birth of CHR1ST, and 
continued down to the Beginning of the XVth Century 
of the Chriſtian Era, contains the Hiſtory of the (Chineſe 
Aſtronomy, and of the ancient Profeſſors of that Science 
under every Dynaſty. From theſe Books F. Gaubil ex- 
tracted whatever he found worthy of being inſerted in his 
Work.

then conſiſted of 366 Days and ſix Hours, and that every 
fourth Lear had 367 Days; that the Lunar Year was like-

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wiſe known to them, and that they were exact in theit 
W z and made Uſe of Intetcatation. Beſides this 
they have ſome other Fragments of ancient Books, com- 
iPd in the enſuing Centuries which treat of Aſtronomy: 
But (as F. Gaubil ſays) the Chineſe Aſtronomers, them- 
ſelves allow, that after the Time of Tchun-Tfiean, which 
was abopt 450 Years before Chriſt, Aſtronomy was to- 
tally neglected by the Chineſe, They took no fa ther Pains 
to make Calculations or Obſervations of the Eclipſes, and 
by Degrees they entirely loſt the Knowledge and Practice 
of Aſtronomical Supputations. The Emperor T/in-Chi- 
Heang (A Monſter who was afraid of having his Actions 
tranſmitted to Poſterizy,) having begun his Reign 
Years before our vulgar Chriſtian Ara, caus'd all Books of 
Hiſtory and Aſtronomy to be burnt; no Books eſcap'd 
this general Conflagration, but thoſe which treated of Phy+ 
fick, Aſtrology and Husbandry ; ſo that nothing remain'd of 
Astronomy, but confus'd Traditions, and the Fragments of 
ſome few Books which had been preſerv'd by being con · 
ceal'd. The Science of Aſtronomy did not begin to flouriſh 
again till under the Dynaſty of the Hans, whoſe Founder 
was Lieox-Pang, about the Year 206 before CRRISTr. 
From this Time only can any certain Account be given of 
the Chineſe Aſtronomy : and from this Time it is, that F. 
Gawbil begins his Hiſtorical Abridgment thereof. 3 
About 66 Years before Chriſt, Licoa - Hin, a Native of 
Furcheou, a City of Kiangnan, having collected the (bſerva+ 
tions of Licon Hiang, his Father, of Siematfien, of Lobia- 
Bong, and other Aſtronomers, compil'd a cotnpleat Body of 
Aſtronomy, to which he gave the Name of Son- Tong, or 
the three Principles. 1 
By this Work we ſe, that the Calendar of China had 
ſeveral Errors at the Time of the Birth of CHRIST. The 
Aſtronomers under the Hans had a tolerable Knowledge 


of the Number and Situation of the _ and could give- 


a pretty good Liſt of them: They had a Collection of the 
Eclipſes of the Sun, and fome Obſervations on the Comets, 


but they mark'd neither the Longitude, not the Latitude, 


nor the Declination of the Stars.

It muſt indeed be owned, that the Cæſars were generally 
of ſuch a Make, and naturally fo very wicked, that it was 
a dangerous Attempt to give them any good Advice. And 
beſides, they were always govern'd by ſuch Men, as had 
nothing in View, but their own Intereſt. Theſe 
Favourites miſrepreſented every Perſon, who was known 
to be a Patriot, or who ſpoke of the preſent State of the 
Empire with Openneſs and Sincerity. — T hey flattered 
the Prince into a Belief, that the moſt violent Methods of 
Opprefſian were the juſteſt Meaſures of Government ; and 
they had the Addrets to perſuade him, that- he was beloved 
by the People, when he was abhorred by every Body, even 
by his own Domeſticks. The. firſt time they ever ſuffered 
bim to open his Eyes, was to ſee himſelf. ftript of all the 
Enfigns of Sovereignty, and ta behold the Swords of his 
own Guards lifted up againſt him. | 
But we need not go ſo far backward to evidence the Folly. 
of thoſe Princes who have delegated their whole Power to 
one of their own 1 — — Modern Hiſtory will furniſh 
us with a ſufficient Number of Examples. For as it al- 
ways was, ſo it ever will be, the chief Buſineſs of a Court 
Minion, or Prime Miniſter to enrich himſelf with the Spoils 
af the Publick, and ta raiſe his own Family and Depen- 
dants by oppreſſing all the reſt of the People. — To effect 
this Purpoſe, his firſt Attempt is to magnify and enlarge 
the Royal Prerogative to aſſure the Sovereign, that all 
yho are call'd his Subjects were created merely for bis 
L leafure and Service, and that they cannot be entitled to
